Washington, July 1.—Just two months after the battle of Manfla and on the 
ist day of the month, like that glorious engagement, began the first set battle of the 
war in this hemisphere.

THE DAY'S BATTLE WAS A GREAT AMERICAN VICTORY

THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON, 
Washington, July 2.—3 a, m.—The suspense which followed the receipt of General Shafter’s dispatch éarly yesterday 


' morning, announcing that a battle had been begun near Santiago, was relieved at 12:30 o’clock this morning, when a prelim- 


inary report of the day’s operations was received by General Corbin from General Shafter. 
As had been expected by the officials of the war department, the fight lasted until sundown. During the day prob- 
ably it was not possible for Shafter to stop in the midst of the performance of his onerous duties to send dispatches to 


the war department. He was serjously occupie@, and the work accomplished, as indicated concisely in his dispatch, clear- 


_ ly shows that not much grass grew under his feet during the day. 


The president and war department officials are immensely pleased at the Information conveyed in Shafter’s message.

While they learned with sincere regret that many American troops had fallen in the fight, the ground gained in the day's 
gonflict is regarded as a great victory. 

The battle establishes pretty conelusively that the Span‘ards are no match for the enthusiastic and aggressive Unit- 
ed States troops. They were driven from their strong intrenchments in front of Santiago, back into the city, and the

of the Spanish army from Santiago, and are endeavoring so to shape events that 
General Snafier’s force will not only take Santiago, but will. capture the 12,000 
Spaniards before they get away northward to effect a juncture with General 
Pando. Full information as to the possible lines of retreat has been placed at the 
disposal of the war department. 
General Manager Cox, of the Spanish-American Mining Company; at Baiquiri, wno 
is thoroughly acquainted with all the country surrounding Santiago. He shows 
that the two possible lines wf retreat are: First, by the road to El Cobre, or, 
second, by following the line of the Sabanillo and Marto railroad. The first line 
will be easy for about the first ten miles, or as far as E] Cobre, but after that the 
country is mountainous and barren, and would not afford subsistence , and the pass 
to reach the central plateau of the island would be difficult. The more likely line 
of retreat will be along the line of the above mentioned railroad, crossing the 
Sierra Mestnra at E! Cristo, a pass 600 fe et, above the sea, ten miles north of Santi- 
ago, which is the lowest pass through the Sierra Mestra for many miles. The 
country back of this is a rolling plateau of rich agricultural lands... At Manacas, 
on the railroad, two miles north of the pass, is an iron bridge, consisting of a 
series of thirty-foot spans on iron trestle. This point is about two miles beyond 
the Cristo summit, and just beyond this bridge the railroad divides into two 


branches. 
Where Pando Might Be Stopped. 


The destruction of this bridge would be the most feasible method of preventing 
the approach of General Pando’s Spanish troops to relieve Santiago. It is prob- 
able that if the Spaniards retreat by this road they will make a stand on the 
plateau at El Cristo and hold the pass of El Cristo. The only other pass through 
the mountains near this point is at Escandel summit, about six niiles in a straight 
line east of El Cristo pass. Escandel summit is 1,120 feet above the sea, and is 
reached from Santiago via Caney. The road from Santiago to Caney is fairly good, 
being wide enough for vehicles. Between Caney and Escandel the road, which is 
no more than a trail, ascends the mountains, and is very winding and broken. 
Beyond Escandel, across the summit, the country is heavily timbered and broken, 
and the roads are not good. It fs an ideal country for ambushing. This is prob- 
ably the only pass through which the Spanish position could be turned should the 
Spanish troops occupy the Cristo plateau and pass. 

The railroad has been fortified by a line of blockhouses protecting the bridges 
and certain zones of cultivations inclosed between these forts have been planted 
during all the time of the war and would afford a supply for the army for a 
certain time. In the meanwhile sweet potatoes could be planted, which in three 
months would ripen. These zones of cul tivation exist along fhe road as far as 
San Luis, at which point there is considerable country in cultivation.: On the 
other branch (the Sabinallo branch) the zones of cultivation extend as far ays 
Santiago. !

While not prolix in his utterances Admiral Dewey loses no opportunity to keep

“In event of a strike in any of the depart- 
ments of one or more of the Chicago daily 
newspaper offices, the mechanical resources 
of all our offices shall be pooled to the 
extent and with the purpose that no news- 
paper shall be published unless and until 
all the newspapers can be promptly pub- 
lished on the same day.” 

The stereotypers have been averaging 
from $19.30 to $22 per week of six days on 
evening papers and from $24 to $27 on morn- 
ing papers.

“It will be strange news to the people 
of Louisiana,’ he said, “that their sena- 
tor is denying his right to represent them 
here.’’

He said 
such an argument had a moral, but no con- 
stitutional bearing, and while it might 
be a fit presentation to chifren in the 
nursery, it would have no force with sena- 
tors.

Merchants Will Fight Corporations. 

The Merchants’ Association has decided 
to fight the express companies on this is- 
sue, and will probably appeal te the courts 
if common carriers refuse to give a re- 
ceipt with the stamp tax duty paid when 
a package is offered for shipment. A 
committee of the association visited each 
express company to announce that mer- 
chants would not pay the tax. The ex- 
press companies replied that they had been 
advised by counsel that they were not 
obliged to pay it. 

The railroad companies have _practically 
agreed to pay a part of this and the Mer- 
chants’ Association proposes to bring the 
express companies in line. A statement 
was issued by the express companies re- 
citing that the tax would amount in the 
case of five principal companies to 3 per 
cent upon their entire capital. They de- 
cided that the burden was too great and 
two propositions were considered, one to 
increase their rate, the other to place the 
tax directly upon the shipper. 

Under their contracts with the railroad 
companies the express people are obliged 
to pay a certain percentage varying from 
49 to per cent of their gross receipts 
as compensation for express facilities upon 
the various roads. The adoption of the 
first of these measures would, therefore, 
have necessitated an increase in the rates 
of the express companies to a sum nearly 
double the amount of the tax. It was, 
therefore, decided that the most feasible 
proposition wag the adoption of the rule 
that only the exact amount of tax shall 
be collected. The shipper will be required 
to pay this tax, plus the express compa- 
nies’ rates, 

Underbids the Law. 

The Herald says: “Some of the leading 
events of the day (Thursday) were: The 
announcement of the New York Telephone 
Company that it would reduce the price 
of toll messages from 15 to 10 cents within 
the limits of Manhattan and the Bronx, 
except messages from one of there districts 
to the other,.the company thereby avoid- 
ing the necessity of paying any War tax 
on such messages. 

“The announcement of the express com- 
panies that they will compel the public 
to pay the l-cent tax on all packages, 
and the threat of the merchants’ associa- 
tion to carry the matter into the courts.

Interesting Feature of the Teachers’ 
Association Meeting. 


LEADING | EDUCATORS TALK 


About What Should Constitute College 
Entrance Requirements. 


SALIENT POINTS OF THE REMARKS 


Miss Mamie Pitts Spoke of Literature 
in the Schools—Professor Earnest 
on Physiology and Hygiene. 


Indian Spring; Ga., July 1.—(Special. )— 
The high schcol teachers’ round table was 
a very interesting feature of the associa- 
tion. The discussion was warm and vigo- 
rous. The participants were Professors 
Hooper and Snelling, of the university; 
Peed, of Emory; John Gibson, J. M. Pound, 
Dr. C. A. Nunnally, W. M,. Slaton and 
others. 

The subject discussed was what should 
constitute college entrance requirements at 
the university, Emory and Mercer. 

The contest resulted in clearing the pit- 
uation in a great degree. 

Last evening college entrance require- 
ments for the female college was discussed 
by Dr. Hammond, and Presidents Cox, 
Smith, Nunnally and Van Hoose. 

Dr. Hammond’s address will 
later in the press. 

President C. C. Cox said in part: 

“The question of uniform requirements 
in female colleges is more complicated than 
in male colleges. While three male ¢ol- 
lges in the state are readily recognized, 
there are numerous female colleges of all 
grades, conditions and surroundings. The 
education of Woman is more complex; equal 
stardurds end advantages should be pro- 
vided for her but not necessarily identical 
studies, recognizing the principle of equiv- 
alence in election. Woman is not ‘the 
lesser man, but diverse;’ we speak of 
man's sphere and woman’s sphere, but 
they are really hemispheres. Woman {s 
in some respects the physical superior of 
man, because she supports a burden of 
skirts that would cause a (#recian athlete 
to swocn, and encases her waist in a coat 
of mail that would hamper a medieval 
knight. To equip woman for home, the 
family, society, she should meke special 
study of literature, history and Bible ac- 
cording to the modern critical and philos- 
ophic methods, and she should have oppor- 
tunities for music, painting and elocution.

‘“Tniform requirements imply first en- 
trance examinations. They, may be of the 
samegrade as in the male c9lleges. The exit 
requirements are more important. The 
northern jdeal is to make entrance to col- 
lege ditficult and graduation easy, Whils 
the southern§ ideal is the reverse. We 
should frame a standard curriculum for 
colleges. The time limit of a four-year 
course is not sufficient: there shouid be 
specified the studies, grade of text books, 
and how far they are to be compléted. 
Ultimately, uniform requirements. involve 
a presiding educational board to pass upon 
the faculty, equipment, -curriculum and 
examinations. A state law should be 
enacted to protect college degrees. 

‘In justice to the female colleges, be it 
Said that they are prepared to advance 
their pupils further than the present 
courses, that they anticipate the demand 
for higher standards, and are leading the 
public sentiment. Many patrons who 
clamor for higher courses as a theory, 
choose the short-cut courses. 

“As to the advantages of wniformity, 
there will be little disagreement in opinion. 
It will be a lone step toward system in ed- 
ucaition. It will differentiate preparatory 
echo, college, university, and confine each 
to its proper werk. It will benefit the col- 
leges in enccuraging them to raise etand- 
ards, in protecting conscientious institu- 
tions, in dignifying degrees and command- 
ing public esteem, In sympathetie co- 
operation, wisdom will be gained for the 
solution of our ecmmon prcbleis. The 
good accomplished by the New England 
Associati2n of Colleges was pointed out, 
especially in «wtilraulating literature studies, 
and the publication of well-edited English 
classics, Uniformity will benefit the pupils, 
as it furnishes graded courses of study. 
prevents wastxge in repeating lower stu- 
dies, spans the chasm between high school 
and ccllege, and saves ti:tne in passire the 
student on to-the university, professional 
work and specialism. Uniformity will ben- 
efit the public patronage, in that it guides 
to the selection of a reputable college, 
teaches the necessity of time, patience and 
money for real coilezge work, and enlists 
their appreciative co-oneration.”’ 

At the conclusion of his address, Profes- 
sor Cox offered a resolution that a com- 
mittee be appointed to frame a standard 
college curriculum. 

Professor A, W. Van Hoose, associate 
president of the Georgia Female seminary, 
at Gainesville, followed Professor Cox in 
the discusston. In a few words he strong- 
ly advocated the adoption by the female 
colleges of the state of a uniform system 
of entrance requirements and pointed out 
the great difficulties which are now in the 
way of the best results in the colleges of 
the state. He admitted that none of the 
colleges are doing the highest work, be- 
cause, first. no college in the state has 
sufficient endowment for such work; second, 
because the seconddry schools are at- 
tempting to do the work of the college and 
giving to young women the idea that they 
have college training whem as a matter of 
fact, they have studied the elassics and 
sciences in only a superficial manner. If 
the colleges will unite in a uniform system 
of entrance requirements the ideal female 
college will be established whenever it is 
needed. 

President R. W. Smith was very humor- 
ous, as he is always. Among other things 
he thought: 

“Last of all came Satan,” Judge Long- 
street said. ‘““Give a boy a gun, a dog and 
a horse and then get a rope to hang him.”’ 
He has so many distracting influences that 
he does not generally make the same prog- 
ress in his books and makes the false im- 
pression that girls can excel in learning. 
I first taught a select school of Dad boys, 
yet found some good ones-among them. I 
next taught a school of girls, and found 
some devils among them. Next I taught 
for seven consecutive years boys and girls 
of equal grades in the same rooms and in 
the same classes, ang thought that their 
minds were equal. It was after thirty-five 
vears of experience in the schoolroom that 
I learned the difference. Wise men—not 
fools—learn in the sehnol of experience, 
fools learn nowhere. Girls learn the lan- 
guages and pure mathematics as well as 
bovs. They do not learn physics sand ap- 
plied sciences ag mechanics as well as 
boys. They have the ethical and aesthetic. 
but not the philosonhie or inventive imaci- 
nation. They ” not succeed as inventors. 
They would not. as 4 elass. make mechan- 
ics, nor would it suit their minds or bodies 
to be nerehed“on church steeples, They 
are soctety makers. Tt tg not the hieher 
training of the intellect that nrepares them 
for home-huildere and society farmers. 
The mind is dividea into the sensibilities. 
Intellect ang will. Conscience and love of 
society are nlaced among the sensibilities. 
These should he richtiv eultivated hecause 
they sive character and trend to eonduct 
amd sagial life. Conse-tence ie the canacity 
to feel rightness and bas tn iteel? an Innate 
Impulse to its performance. Tt te cultivated 
hw vieldine to ‘te imonises and then. learn- 
ine from revealed truth what is right. 

“Woman's relizions nature is stronger 
than men’s ard sehowld he enltiveted ta 
fit her for the home. Tt must be admitted 
that the eurriculum of female colleges is 
not as ‘hieh. in some studies, as thev are in 
male colleres. But instead of being infe- 
rior, it is. in some respects. snnperior. Mu- 
sic and art are as important as mathemat- 
ics. ard the hieher theoretical musie is 
as hard as calevtus and just 29s Important 
to proper mental troinine. Male colleges 
should teach music. Tt ts the divine art—it 
helones to God's kinedom. The sinner has 
no right to the fiddle. Every men should 
prenare himself for the place and employ- 
ment that he intends to realize ‘n fntere 
Song for the saints—erowling an’ gritting 
of teeth for the sinner: woman's educa- 
tion then is fn line of her future of bliss 
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They can walk and think for them- 
selva after the foundation is well 
laid. There is no ‘higher mathematics than 
arithmetic. It teaches the relations of 
members, and the higher mathematics, 50 
called, are but different ways or methods 
or objects to which these relations are up- 
plied. Let the colleges all be thorough and 
embrace all that is most important in their 
course, and other matters of minor inter- 
est will fall in line and the procession will 
march on to the conquest of ignorance. 

Professor T. J. Woofter read an able 
paper on “State Course of Study.” 

Miss Mamie Pitts, of Atlanta, command- 
ed the attention and admiration of the 
house on the subject of ‘‘Literature in the 
Schools.”’ 

President Lyman Hall read an able pa- 
per on ‘Manual Training ir a State Course 
of Study.’’ / 

Professor Earnest was interesting on 
“Physiology and Hygiene.” He thought: 

‘1. Physiology is one of the most practi- 
cal studies, as it more than any other 
eortributes directly to self-preservation, 
and again to increasing the efficiency of 
the physical and mental activities. 

“$ It is of vital importance to those 
having in charge the training of the young, 
there being directly dependent upon them 
teachers and parents alike, the procuring 
and maintenance of proper sanitary condi- 
tions around tomes and school. 

“3 If properly taught, the study may be 
made widely cultural, contributing te the 
development of the higher mental tacul- 
ties and a profounder reverence not only 
foy the body on account of its inany beau- 
tiful adaptations of means to ends, but 
also for the skilled designer and loving 
Father who % us gave His image. 

“4 What can be mora interesting, more 
practical, more profitable, more delightful, 
more easily illustrated, more near at hand, 
and. therefore, more in accord with the 
best educational thought of the times than 
tha study of self?’

Vice President Egan Will Accept Any 
Refrigerator Asked For. |

HIS PATRONS ARE NOT COMPLAINING 


Railroad Commission Was Wrought 
Up Until It Heard Both Sides and 
Read Letters from Growers. 


HE agitation by President John Cun- 

ningham over tle Central railroad’s 

arrangements for moving the fruit 
crop has petered out, it is said. The Cen- 
tral shows letters from the growers of 95 
per’'cent of the crop expressing complete 
Satisfaction with the arrangements made 
and more than that, he offers to handle 
any kind of cars the dissenting fruit grow- 
ers want. | 

Mr. Cunningham was supported in his 
controversy by Messrs. John M. Stubbs, 
Marshall Hatcher and John H. Mott. 

Neither Mr. Cunningham nor Mr. Stubbs 
ships over the Central, or if so oniy a few 
cars of peaches, it is said. It is stated that 
the objectors to the Central’s arrangement 
Go not ship, al! told, 100 cars of fruit and 
tt is even said that ten cars will cover all 
the peaches shipped over the Central by 
growers who joined in the complaint. 

The state rai'road commissioners were 
stirred up very much about one week ago 
by receiving a letter from Mr. Cunningham, 
who charged that the Central was treating 
the peach growers outrageously and was 
pursuing a policy which would absolutely 
destroy the peach industry in Georgia. 
Colonel Trammel!, chairman of the com- 
mission, was very much disturbed by the 
letter Mr. Cunningham wrote that the 
Central had refused to admit any refrige- 
rator cars on its system except the Armour 
line’s, and this, it was asserted. prevented 
competition and forced the growers to pay 
from $10 to $20 a car more than they other- 
wise would have to pay. Then it was 
charged that the Central would not permit 
the growers to route their cars unless they 
paid 50 per cent excess rates. 

“The truth of the matter is,’® said Mr. 
Cunningham, “‘that unless the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia takes a hand and forces 
the railroad to recede from its unheard-of 
position the fruit industry in Georgia is 
doomed ”’ : 

Called for Quick Action. 

This naturally wrought up the commis- 
sioners and they declared that it was bad 
treatment if it was true. Mr. Cunningham 
stated that the Central had defeated com- 
petition in railroad service by forcing the 
shippers to accept the road’s routing. “If 
the présént arbitrary and unjust railroad 
War against us is carréted into effect I be- 
Ueve the effect will be disastrous in the ex- 
treme, and that fully one-half of the fruit 
orchards of Georgia will be cut down by 
next winter,” said Mr. Cunningham in his 
communication. He went on to say that 
he knew the commission had no jurisdiction 
over interstate shipments, but if the board 
had any power to act he wanted it exer- 
cised right away. On this point he said: 
“Tf the railroad commission of Georgia, 
throvzh want of legal authority, is praeti- 
cally useless in defending the citizens of 
this state from the rapacity of the railroads 
then we ask you to make the attempt to 
help us, knowing that tf you fail the people 
of Georgia will know that your body is not 
to blame, and that you failed simply be- 
cause the legislature has not conferred the 
authority upon you. Nothing vou could do 
would demonstrate more strongly the power 
or the support of the commission, than for 
you to take up our fight and use every 
means within your power, either retaliatory 
or otherwise, to compel the railroads to re- 
cede from their arbitrary position.’ 

President Cunningham went on to say 
that every class of citizens, no matter what 
their business, felt deeply interested in 
this contest and assured the fruit growers 
of their full sympathy. 

Mndivided Support Promised. 

“No matter what steps you may take you 
Will find that you will have the undivided 
Support of the fruit growers and the peo- 
pile at large arm! as before stated, nothing 
that could be cone wi!l cOme nearer in 
showing the power of your comimssion be- 
ing so limited than for you to even make a 
hopeless fight in our behaif, hence we usk 
and insist that you take such retaliatory 
steps as you may think proper in order to 
prevent the railroads in carrying out their 
present programme.” 

The commissioners were aroused. They 
decided to act at once so that the fruit 
growers would not be long subjected to the 
tyrannical dictation of the railroad com- 
pany. Mr. J. M. Egan, vice president of 
the Central, was notified immediately of the 
complaint and he was directed te come to 
Atlanta on July Ist, or otherwise explain 
his conduct toward the peach growers. Mr. 
Cunningham informed the commission that 
She had to go to Chicago to attend to his 
uties as national president of the Ameri- 
can Fruit Growers’ Association. He said 
that Mr. John M. Stubbs would act in his 
@bsence. Mr. Stubbs was informed of 
what was going on and he was,asked, to 
wire if he would be in Atlanta on July Ist. 
That notice was sent out last Tuesday. 

Complainants Did Not Appear. 

Yesterday the complaint against the Cen- 
tral was taken up. Mr. Stubbs did not ap- 
pear and nothing was heard from him 
or Mr. Cunningham. Nor was any one 
peesent repiesenting the railroad, but Mr. 
Even sent a statement on behalf of the 
company and accompanying this state- 
ment werc letters from all the large grow- 
ers cn the Iine of his road and from most 
of the smaller growers, expressing perfect 
gatisfacticn with the company’s plan for 
gaipping the peaches in the Armour re- 
frigerator cars. In the meantime Mr. 
Bean had stated to the commission that 
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Sut it placed just where : 

The orly condition he Rare? ree ac 
if the car was not used, the orchard 
owner should pay mileage on it, which is 
about three-quarters of a cent a mile. He 
Said he did not want to haul cars into the 
fruit country and have them refused by 
the man who had ordered them. If the 
car was loaded with fruit there would be 
no higher freight on it than for an Ar- 
mour car. 


Best Arrangements Ever Made. 


The proposition struck the members of 
the commission as perfectly fair, they 


- Said. Here were letters from the shippers 


of 1,80 cars of peaches who had stated 
over their own signatures that they were 
perfectly satisfied with the Central’s con- 
tract to furnish them with Armour refrige- 
rator cars. Some of these growers de- 
clared that they believed the arrange- 
ments for handling this season's crop were 
the best that had ever been made. None 
of these shippers complained of the rates 
or of the Armour cars and the Central 
promised that if any one was dissatisfied 
with the Armour cars and preferred an- 
other kind, it would be furnished. 

The members of the board thereupon 
talked the matter over among themselves 
ani came to the conclusion that the rail- 
road was not oppressing the peach grow- 
ers after all. When 95 per cent of them 
said they were satisfied, the commissioners 
thought that the arrangements made by 
the Central for moving the crop must be 
in the interest of the orchard owners, else 
they would not write that way. 

Hearing nothing mvure from President 
Cunningham, the commission addressed 
him a letter yesterday reciting the facts 
a3 set out in Mr. Egan’s reply. The let- 
ters from the large growers were also sent 
to Mr. Cunningham, and he was informed 
that nothing had been heard from Mr. 
Stubbs. 

No Control of Through Traffic. 

His attention was also called to a de- 
cision rendered last sasonth by the su- 
preme court of Georgia. which said: 
“There is no law which confere upon 
tne railroad commissiwn of this state the 
power to compel a railroad company to 
make a contract for tue shipment of goods 
beyond the terminus of its own line or to 
issue a through bill of lading binding such 
to do 60; nor jis the fact that a railroad 
company actually cornwuucts for the ship- 
ment and delivery of goods beyona its vuwn 
terminus to a designated point and issues 
bills of lading accordingly, when the same 
are routed over a particular one of its 
connecting lines, to be treated as unjustly 
discriminating against other cunnecting 
lines because the company first mentioned 
refuses to issue through bills of lading 
for the shipment over .wne latter of goods 
consigned to the same point of destina- 
tion.”’ 

“This decision,’” says the commission, 
“places the matter beyond the control or 
jurisdiction of this commission, and de- 
cides in 60 many words that this board 
has not the authority under the law to 
ccmpel the railroads to become responsible 
for shipments beyond the termini of their 
own rails, and leaves us, as far as the 
law is concerned, absolutely powerless to 
act In the premises. But, notwithstanding 
this fact, upon reading the complaints set 
forth in your letter, the commission was 
so strongly impressed with the justness of 
and merits of your case that; with the 
hope of being able to influence the au- 
thorities of the Central of Georgia Rail- 
way Company to make concessions which 
would be to the interest of the shippers, 
the board called Vice President Egan be- 
fore it with this view, when he made the 
proposition above given; and he has since 
made defense to your charges and com- 
plaints by written statements, previously 
alluded to. 

“In view of the fact that Vice President 
Egan’s proposition grants substantially the 
relicf sought in your complaint, and that 
his showing at least establishes the fact 
that a great many of the leading fruit men 
and shippers are not only satisfied with, 
but highly approve of the arrangement 
which he has made for the handling of 
the peach crop, and as the proposition is 
open for your acceptance, and as Colonel 
Stubbs has failed to appear before the 
board, and in view wr the further fact 
as shown by the decision of the supreme 
court that this commission has no au- 
thority to act in the premises for the re- 
lief sought, the commission has decided 
to take no further steps at this time in 
the matter.” 

This action of the board and the Cen- 
tral’s proposition to dissatisfied growers 
with the letters from the principal orchard 
owners no doubt dispose of the agitation. 


What: the Growers Say. 


Among the growers who approved the 
Armour cars or the Fruit Growers’ ex- 
press, are Messrs. Hale, Rumph, James, 
Husted and others who are the largest 
peach growers in the world. 

J. H. Hale, of Fort Valley, wrote: 

“T think we will have no trouble in get- 
ting service in the same satisfactory man- 
ner as in the past. Business people who 
want to do the fair thing generally have 
no trouble in getting together. Your peo- 
ple have fixed up our track and extended 
the sidings in a very satisfactory manner 
and we are in shape to go ahead with the 
crop in good order.” 

J. A. Stafford, of Barnesville, wrote: 

“The arrangement made by the Central 
of Georgia with the Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
press Company for handling the peach 
crop during the season of 1898 is satisfac- 
tory to me and I intend using their cars.”’

THE BOARD OF YvOLICE COMMIS- 
sioners held a called, and what pretended

‘sioners to meet in the office of Captain 


English in the Fourth National bank. At 
6 o'clock yesterday evening they met and 
the question of a police matron Was taken 
up. In fact, that was all the members 
of the board had been called together 
to do. 

‘here was very little discussion. The 
commissioners seemed to think that the 
reinstatement of the matron was a fore- 
gone conclusion. Mr. Branan did make a 
mction to ask the eity council to create 
the office of police janitress, but the mo- 
tion was not considered. 

A police matron was wanted and not 
even a compromise in the shape of a 
janitress was to be thought of. 

It Is All Very Interesting. 

This action of the police commissioners 
is of decided iatérest when the history 
of the police matron is considered. Over a 
year ago the board appointed a matron, 
and Miss Sue Holloway was: selected to 
fill the position. A few months ago she 
was voted a salary of $25 a month by 
the city council. Less than a month ago 
Police Commissioner Jones introduced a 
resolution declaring the office of police 
matron abolished. The cnly person voting 
against the resolution was Commiss.oner 
Johnson. Messrs. Patterson and Kendrick 
and Mayor Collier were absent. The chief 
of police had expressed himself as not 
favoring a matron at the barracks, 

Then the women of Atlanta roSe up in 
arms and a public n2eting was held to 
ect.demn the action of_the police board. 
The city council passed a resolution creat- 
ing the office of matron, but the alder- 
manic board decided that it was best to 
refer the matter back to the police board. 
And there the whole thing rested until 
the pclice board held the called meeting 
yesterday afternoen,. 

Night before last Miss Holloway packed 
up he: effects and yesterday morning she 
took her departure. 

What Will Now Be Done. 

When ‘the city council meets an ordi- 
nance will be adopted creating the office 
of police matron and it will be concurred 
in by the aldermanic board. At the next 
meeting of the pelice commissioners a 
matron will be elected, but it might not be 
Miss Hol.ioway. 

Members of the board who voted to abol- 
ish the office of matron have been heard 
to say that if a matron was chosen she 
should be an able-bodied woman. Miss 
Holloway, they say, is a good woman and 
one whose character is as pure and as 
noble as can be found, but they contend 
that a matron at the police barracks ought 
to look after all the white female pris- 
oners and that it takes a person who 
is strong and able to handle a woman who 
is drunk. 

But all this may have been answered 
when Commissioner Branan’s resolution 
asking for a janitress was not considered 
favorably. 

The fact that the police board has re- 
scinded its former action will be welcome 
news to the ladies and others who took 
a very decided interest in the matter. 

What further action the police board 
will take, after the council has passed 
the proposed ordinance, will be closely 
watched.

RECORDS ARE BADLY SMASHED 


Some Startling Figures Are Furnished 
by Weather Observer. 


LITTLE RAIN FELL DURING THE MONTH 


The Crops Are Badly in Need of Rain 
and It Is Feared They Will 
‘ Be Very Short. 


UNE was a record breaker on weather. 
4 Not that Atlantians were favored with 
any more weather, but the temperature 

was greater than during any June for twen- 
ty years, and the precipitation of rain dur- 
ing the month was less than dur‘ng any 
June for the same number of years 

No day during the month was 4 record 
breaker. but the mean temperature shows 
that June was by far the hottest month 
known in this city. The absence of rain 
is really alarming. The crop bulletin, is- 
sued every week by the weather bureau, 
announces that crops of all kinds in all 
sections of the state are suffering because 
of the lack of rain, and unless heavy pre- 
e-pitations come during July it is more 
than probable that the crops, especially 
cereals ang fruits, will be far below the 
average in both quantity and size.

From the above récord it will he seen 
that the mean maximum temperature for 
the month is 8&9 degrees; while the mean 
minimum is 69.4 degrees. This makes the 
mean temperature for June 79.2 degrees, 
which is much greater than it has heen for 
any month during the past twenty years. 
Before that time no record was kept of the 
weather. In June, 18%, the mean temper- 
ature for the month was 78.8 degrees, which 
was the record until June, 1898, smashed it.

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The mean temperature of June for twen- 
ty years is 76 degrees, which shows that 
June, 1898, was 3.2 degrees over the average. 
The average excess of daily mean temper- 
ature during the month was 3 degrees and 
the accumulated excess of daily mean 
temperature since January 1, 1898, is 262 
degrees. In other words, the year 1898 is 
262 degrees ahead of the accumulated tem- 
perature of any previous year. The aver- 
age daily excess since January 1, 1898, 1s 
1.4 degrees. 

In rain June was far below the average 
In precipitation. Only .89 of an inch of rain 
fell during the month. In 1890 1.12 inches 
of rain fell during the month of June, and 
this was the lowest on record until the 
Statistics for June, 1898, were completed. 
The average precipitation of rain @uring 
June for twenty years is 4.12 inches, which 
makes the total deficiency in precipitation 
during June, 1888, 3.23 inches. 

The accumulated deficiency in precipita- 
tion of rain since January 1, 1898, is 12.05 
inches, which means that this station is 
behind more than one foot of water. The 
matter is considered serious and the farm- 
ers are fearful for the crops. Mr. J. RB. 
Marbury, the weather observer, stated yes- 
terday that he saw no prospect for rain 
and@ it is not known how long the drought 
will last. 

The following is a comparative statement 
showing the total precipitation, in inches, 
of rain during the month of June for the 
past twenty years:

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The Area of the War. 


The present war with Spain is likely 
to be distinguished for the amplitude of 
its.operations as well as for the char- 
acter of its results. 

When hostilities formally commenced 
in April last with the peaceful bloeck- 
ade of Havana by Admiral Sampson’s 
fleet it was generally thought that the 
seat of war would be restricted chiefly 
to the immediate neighborhood of Cuba. 
This supposition grew naturally out of 
the logic of the situation at the time. 
Since the independence of Cuba was the 
object at which the United States aimed 
in its declaration of hostilities, it seemed 
that the first step in consequence of 
that action was to land troops in Cu- 
ba and to proceed at once to eliminat 
the power of Spain therefrom. : 
+ But the dimensions of the war have 
considerably outgrown this original con- 
ception; and instead of being restricted 
chiefly to the immediate neighborhood 
of Cuba, its area has projected itselr 
into both ‘hemispheres. Indeed, the 
first decisive stroke of the war occurred 
in Manila harbor, seven thousand miles 
distant from San Francisco, and more 
than ten thousand miles distant from 
Cuba. If anyone had predicted two 
weeks before the fight in Manila harbor 
occurred that the stars and stripes would 
be floating in that quarter as the result 
of the war for Cuba’s independence, it 
is certain that he would have been 
looked upon as the wildest dreamer. 
But the fact, nevertheless, remains that 
the first effective blow of the war has 
been struck on the other side of the 
globe. 

When the time arrived for the next 
it was made at San 
Juan, on the island of Porto Rico, one 
thousand miles from Havana. This 
consisted in the bombardment of the 
fortifications at San Juan by Admiral 
Sampson with the results which are al- 
ready well known. = _ 


Cleveland’s plati- | 
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put down as the next decisive stroke ot 
the war, bringing the scene of hostili- 
tres back to Cuba for the first time, it 
‘is, nevertheless, given out on what ap- 
pears to be good authority, that the plan 
of the government is to carry the war 
into Spain and to checkmate the de- 
signs of Admial Camara Me leaving 
Cadiz for the Philippines. Thus it 
appears that’ the war with Spain has 
not only exceeded by far the estimates 
originally put upon its area, but that in 
fact it surpasses in this respect any 
former war ever waged upon the globe. 
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The Torpedo Boat. 


The Chicago Times-Herald makes the 
point that the present war with Spain 
has served to conclusively demonstrate 
the inefficiency of the torpedo boat for 
defensive operations. 

Two instances in point are cited. 
First, the attempt which was made by 
two Spanish torpedo boats in the bat- 
tle of Manila to play havoc with Admir- 
al Dewey’s squadron. Rapid fire was 
opened upon them with the result that 
both were completely riddled. _ Second, 
the attempt which was lately made by 
the Spanish torpedo boat Terror to de. 
Stroy the American auxiliary cruiser.St. 
Paul. As the result of the brief en- 
gagement which oceurred between theze 
two vessels, the former was 60 com- 
pletely disabled that it will probably 
hnéver again be fit for use. 

For deferisive operations in stealing 
upon vessels unawares and in playing 
the part of the assassin, The Chicago 
Times-Herald is disposed to think that 
the torpedo boat may yet be of service 
in time of hostilities; but for other pur- 
poses it is strongly of the opinion that 
the torpedo boat has failed to fulfill the 
expectations of its projectors, and that 
revolutionary changes are destined to 
occur in this branch of naval! construc- 
tion as the outgrowth of the present war.

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| LAST CONFERENCE 


BEFORE ‘THE LANDING. 


Written by The Constitution's Staff Cor- 
respondent and Mailed from the Fleet off 
Santiago.—The plans for debarkation have 
been completed in such a rush that one is 
dazed in trying to crowd it all into one 
short hewspaper dispatch, but that is just 
what must be done in order that the more 
portentious movements that are to follow 
may be understood. It has been a consoli- 
dation of more or less conflicting interests 
into one'definite and,positive plan of cam- 
paign. end nothing short of imperative 
orders from Washington will halt the prog- 
ress of’ that campaign or turn it aside a 
hair’s breadth. The conflicting interests 
conflicted only because each had a different 
idea as to the best method of accomplish- 
ing the same result. The navy took one 
view, the army another and the rag-tag 
representatives of the insurgents a third. 
Each wanted the credit of leading the in- 
vading forces or of taking the chief part 
in striking the first effective blow at the 
enemy on this side of the globe. The re- 
sult of a long conference between: these 
three active branches of the anti-Spanish 
belligerents is that honors are to be evenly 
divided at the start, and that individual 
prowess is to distribute further honors in 
the future, which seems to be entirely fair 
and satisfactory all roumd., 


The conference of commanding. officers 
which was assembled by order of General 
Shafter on the Seguranca was in session 
until nearly midnight. The navy was rep- 
resented by Admiral Sampson and Com- 
modore Schley, the army by Major Generals 
Shafter and Wheeler and the insurgents 
by General Calixto Garcia and Juan Cas- 
tillo. With them were all the brigadier 
generals and several of the regiment com- 
manders, and the whole made a group that 
filled the flagship’s main cabin. It was 
2 picturesque and warlike group, too, the 
officers bending over the big, map-covered 
center table talking, gesticulating and moy- 
ing about in an excitement that was con- 
tagious. The first news that leaked out 
imto the eager crowd on the after deck 
was the authorized announcement that It 
bad been determined to land the troops 
at the little Spanish port of Baiquiri, fifteen 
miles to the eastward of Santiago.

Gool Foundation Now. 


Editor Constitution—I beg to inquire into 
the advisability and economy of using a 
concrete foundation for the proposed as- 
phalt paving on Washington street, bids 
for which are invited and are to be opened 


July 4th. 

In street paving the purpose of the con- 
creie is t@secure an artificial foundation 
where a natural one does not exist. 

Washington street is underlaid by a for- 
mation that is an ideal one for a sub- 
foundation when properly protected from 
surface waiér, as it will be when the as- 
phalt is laid, 

in addition to this exceilent sub-founda- 
tion this street has already upon it a cover- 
ing of from twetve to fifteen inches of gran- 
lite macadam, @ghich uas been thoroughly 
compacted and tonded py from ten to fi- 
teen years of tywuffic thereon. 

Considering the good character of the 
sub-foundation and the thoroughness with 
which the present macadam is bonded to- 
gether it seems that there is hittle, if any- 
thiag at all, to be gained by removing the 
material now on the street and placing in 
its pee a concrete foundation six inches 
thick. 

By removing two or threé inches of the 
present covering, then dressing and rolling 
with a heavy roller a foundation will be 
obtained which will answer ali purposes as 
weil as if a concrete toundation were laid, 
resulting in a saving of from 78 to 80 cents 
per square yard te the city and property 
uwners, ma 

Other cities have adopted this method, 
where practicabie, and have secured satis- 


factory results.

SENT TO CHAINGANG BY MAYOR

On a habeas corpus proceeding Judge 
Reid, of the city ‘court, yesterday ré- 
leased Henry I, Fleming from the county 
chaingang, where he had been sentenced 
to serve a term of thirty days.

In his brief speech before the -Georgia 
Woman’s Press Club Hon. John Temple 
Graves told on the spur of the moment a 
beautiful and notable story—a true story, 
which embalms the heroism and surpassing 
chivalry of a gallant gray veteran now 


living in Atlanta. 

In a happy and appropriate allusion to 
current affairs Mr. Graves said: 

“This is an era of heroes. We afe glorify- 

ing the prowess of Dewey and Hobson and 
Blue and crowning them with immortal 
memories. And this is right. The appre-- 
ciation of heroes produces heroes. Men do 
not mind risking life ror a country that 
will remember the daring. And the time to 
recognize heroes is while they live, not 
after they are dead. Let us remember our 
present heroes while they are with us, and 
let us net now or ever forget tlie heroes 
yet living whose prowess glorified an earlier 
day. 
“There is a hero and a knight of- chivalry 
in this hall tonight. Let me tell you the 
splendid story which his modest lips have 
never told: 

“The war with Mexico ts a part of our 
martial history. Taylor and Scott and 
Davis and Lee came out of it immortal. 
The epic of that great struggle was the 
storming of Chapultepec.

ANOTHER MAN LOSES A MAJORSHIP 


Governor Atkinson Had Selected Three 
Majors for Both the First and 
Second Regiments. 
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AJOR CLEVELAND WILLCOXON 
Mires been deprived of his majorship 

in the Second Georgia regiment be- 
fore he has barely ‘had time to taste the 
first fruits of his promotion. In a like man- 
ner the man who was to have been ap- 
pointed the third major of the First Geor- 
gia regiment hag lost his prospective ad- 
vancement even before he had been com- 
missioned to the place. 

The war department at Washington has 
broken its promise to Governor Atkinson. 
A telegram was received from the Wash- 
ington ‘headquarters yesterday morning 
Saying that the two Georgia regiments now 
in the field can have but the two majors 
already in the Service; that the one addi- 
tional major to each regiment cannot be 
allowed, 

The disappointing news was quite a sur- 
prise here, as the war department had 
readily consented to Goverror Atkinson's 
request, that three majors be allowed to 
each of the two Georgia regiments now in 
the field. The department also consented 
to the appcintment of Licutenant R. E. lL. 
Spence, cf the United States army. as m4- 
jor of Colonel Colonel Lawton’s regiment. 

Governor Atkinson immediately upon re- 
eeiving permission to increase the number 


; Of majors, appointed Captain Wi!leoxon as 


major of the Seeond Georgia regiment, and 
Lieutenant Spence as major of the First. 
the c4J] came for the Third Geor- 
Sia regiment there was some intimation 
that the third majors would not be ap- 
proved, and Governor Atkinson, in order 
to assure the appointment of Lieutenant 
Spence, made him a major in the new reg- 
iment. Some effort has been made to have 
the war department rescind its decision,

The telegram from the department yes- 
terday states that the three majors are 
allowed only in those regiments of the vol- 
unteer army Which were tendered as a 
whole organization, at the first call, or in 
other words, those regiments of state voi- 
unteers which being in actual existence 
when the first call was made, tendered 
themseives as a body and retained the of- 
ficers in command while in the state ser- 
vice. Those regiments which were recruit- 
ed and organized after the call. cannot 
have but two majors, which is the num- 
ber allowed in the regular army. The re- 
striction to two majors is regarded as a 
great hardship on the regimental officers. 
The lieutenant colonel is an officer who is 
intended to serve as a help and assistant 
to the colone}, but with thrce battalions 
and only two majors, it is necessary for 
the lieutenant colonel to command a bat- 
talion, and this forces the colone] to do all 
the workk.

Colone' H, C. Cok, who for 
months hés been trying to escape the ver- 
Gict of 2 medical examining board, which 
reported for his retirement, has been offi- 
clally notified that he is retired from the 
active service of the army. 

No announcement of Colonel Cook’s suc- 
cessor as commander of Fort McPherson 
has been made. It is supposed that Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Henry B. Freeman will 
continue in command of tha fort and the 
Fifth regiment, as it is understood that 
the Iieuicnant colonels wha outrank Colo- 
ne] Freeman are al) assigned. Inquiry. at 
the fort last night failed to elicit any 
satisfactory information regarding the suc- 
cessor of Colone] Cook. 

Colonel Cook is said to be in Washington. 
He left here saying that he was going away 
to arrange for a tour of Europe. It was 
then denied that he had been retired. The 
Constitution announced that the retiring 
board at Tampa had retired him, but this 
article was met with vigorous and indiz- 
nant denials from Colone] Cook’s friends. 
Colonel Cook himself said that he would 
not be retired; that he was in splendid 
health and possessed of great strength 
of body. On this point he failed to agree 
with the medical board, which stated that 
Colonel Cook was suffering from heart 
disease, and had various other dangerous 
and serious ailments. 

It is thought by many of Colonel Cook’s 
friends that he went to Washington to 
urge the president and his strong friends 
there to interfere and save him from re- 
tirement. It is known that he went to

will do well to enlist in the new Third 
Georgia regiment, for it will be started to 
the front in short order. The war depart- 
ment wants more Georgia men and wants 
them quickly. In order to assure the speedy 
perfection of the Third Georgia the army 
officials have sent everything needed in the 
way of equipment and supplies to Camp 
Northen. 

Complete equipment for over 1,300 men is 
waiting at Griffin for Colonel \Cand@er’s men 
and as soon as the volunteers reach the 
state camp they will get new clothing, uni- 
forms and every necessary article of ap- 
parei. They will have an alfundance of 
tentage and will not be jammed into little 
tents like they were wnen the first regi- 
ments were organized. 

Camp Northen ts at this time a complete 
army camp with commissary and quarter- 
masters to furnish food and clothing to the 
men. All that is lacking is soldiers. These 
are being rapidly supplied and in two 
weeks Griffin will be alive with blue-coated 
patriots The fact that a full supply of 
necessaries fs on hand at Camp Northen 
insures the early movement of the new 
regiment. The supplies were sent there so 
that the men could be equipped a@ fast as 
mustered fr. 

The Third Georgia will be fully equipped 
and ready for active service before many 
of the regiments at Chickamauga, which 
were mustered in nearly two months ago. 
The only thing in which the new regiment 
will not be perfect will be the lack of drill 
practice. This unavoidable obstacie to an 
immediate removal fo the front will rapid- 
ly be overcome, for the regiment is being 
recruited to a large extent from a class of 
men that have a good military training. Of 
course there are many in the regiment who 
have never shouldered a gun, but they will 
zoon learn when placed side by side with 
men who have sefved if the state militia 
for years. Tne regiment is being made up 
of 2 better trained class of men than were 
in the first regiments. At that time 
of the military boys refused to go because 
they could not go with their own officers. 
Now that Colonel Candler has been made 
colonel the militiamen of the state are 
readily responding to the call. All of the 
recruiting officers are making better prog- 
ress than was expected. The recruits are 
pouring in from all parts of the state and 
are dividing among the various recruiting 
stations. Captain Amos Baker is making 
splendid progress with his company. 

Last Officer Appointed. 

Captain W. FP. Ciarke, of the Elberton 
company of state militia, has been appoint- 
ed second lieutenant in Captain W. W. 
Davies’a company. He was named for the 
place yesterday and wi!l at once begin re- 
cruiting. Lieutenant Clarke will bring 
thirty-five men from Elberton and his 
quota will almost fill out Captain Davies’s 
company. This company will probabiy be 
the first mustered in. About thirty-five 
men have been enlisted in Atlanta and with 
the thirty-five or forty brought by Lieu- 
tenant Clarke a nearly complete company 
will be made up. The office of Captain 
Davies’s recruiting station in the Kimball 
house block at No. 17 Pryor street is well 
filled all the time by men who want to en- 
list, but many ehow an inclination to hang 
back and the enlistments are not so fast 
that they cannct be recorded. Several] fine 
looking men were enlisted in this company 
yesterday.

The man- 
agers and the players of the different teams 
were delighted with the action of the board 
and with the fact that Chief Joyner will 
still serve. Undoubtedly Chief Joyner is 
the man for president of the league. He 
was the prime mover in the movement to 
get up the league and ‘he is one of the old 
enthusiastic baseball fans. There is not a 
man in Atlanta who would not stake his 
life on Cap Joymer’s fairness. 

_ While the firemen have a team in the 
league, Chief “oe a9 has nothing in the 
world to do with it and he has never in 
the slightest way shown it any preference. 
Some of those interested im baseball have 
an idea that the umpires are selected by 
the president of the lague. This is not so. 
The umpires are selected by the diréctors 
and agreed to by the captains of the clubs. 
President Joyner is not responsible for the 
umpires, but the directors are, and they 
have done their best to get good, honest 
men, They declare that they will have no 
other kind if they have to try every man in 
Atlanta.

New York, July 1.—While the liquidation 
in August here jis gradually bringing the 
position of the immediate deliveries to such 
a point as to admit of purchases by spin- 
mers, there has been little increase fn the 
demand for consumption. Moderate sales 
of cotton stored at distributing points 
are now likely to be reported and furnish 
the buyers for August here. The trade, 
however. is becoming more conservative 
each dav notwithstanding the good crop 
advices, amd the short interest is being re- 
duced to small proportions. We doubt if 
for years there nave been smalier cngage- 
ments for forward delivery by the export- 
ers. In short, while there is as yet no dis- 
position to buy, the trade refuses to sell, 
considering it exceedingly dangerous at 
present prices. This temper at times gives 
the market an extremely weak appearance. 
In Liverpool the stock shows little decrease, 
as the shipments from America continue 
in excess of last season. Unless there is 
some change in crop conditions a lower 
market seems probable next week.

Atlanta, July 1.—Liverpool advices were 
again disappointing today, futures there 
declining 1 to 2-644, with continued dull 
spot demand; sales 8,000 bales. The New 
York market opened in full sympathy with 
the weakness abroad, first call reporting 
prices 4 to 5 points under yesterday’s close.

Of this the total American cotton 
is 2,177,274, against 2,265,032 last _week, 1,553, -

other kinds incdluding Egypt, Brazil. In- 
dia, etc., 259,000, against 310,000 last week, 
344.200 last year and 413,200 in 1895. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows a decrease compared with last week

Due to Disastrous Crop Reports and 
Efferts of Shorts To Cover. 


FIRM FROM START TO FINISH 


Offerings of Corn Light and Demand 
Good—Oats Left Off a Fraction 
Higher—Provisions Lower. 


Chicago, July 1.—Disastrous crop news, 
together with a great effort by snorts to 
cover pending the double noliday, boomed 
wheat today. July ciosed with an advance 
of 3%c and September gained 2%¢c. Corn 
shows a rise of Yc. Oats left oi %@%c 
higher. Pork and jiard lust 24%c each. ibs 
declined 6c. 

Wheat started firm on crop damage re- 
ports. The latter were around on the s:de- 
waik before regular trading commenced 
and crowded out of signi a deciine with 
which Liverpool started. The opening for 
September was from (68%@53%c as com- 
pared with 6%4c at the ciose last night, 
and after a slight reaction to 68%4¢c it be- 
came difficult to buy much eacept by bid- 
ding up the price, sellers being scarce. 
Some of the crop reports were quite alarm- 
ing, in many cases reporting a total loss. 
I'ne latter, it was claimed, was itrue as to 
large sections of the crop in tne best wheat 
lands of the soutcwest. The market was 
run by these reports, there being nothing 
else of a decidedly bullish or bearis.. char- 
acter in the orders of the day. Prices con- 
tinued to advance until Juiy reached 77¢¢, 
a gain of 44ec, and September advanced Zc, 
seliing at 7u%c. ‘there were u good many 
reactions on the way up, and the trade at 
times became rather excited.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


Second Quarter of Year Closes with 
Most Encouraging Returns. 


New York, Juiy 1.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 

“The second quarter of the year closes 
with most entoulaging returns. Failures 
have been a little larger than in the first 
quarter of the year, whereas a decrease 
of 6.2 per cent might have been expected 
from experience of the past ten years, but 
with that allowance a difference of only 
$3.500.000 can be charged to war and fears 
of war, whereas solvent payments through 
clearing houses for the quarter were over 
$15.600,000,000. In the very best years’ de- 
fauits range from an eighth to a fifth of 1 
per cent of such payments. and in bad 
times from a third to a half of 1 per cent, 
or more, but this year the proportion is 
less than a fifth. The quarteriy statemeft

014. which is smaller than in the second 
quarter of any year since 1890, except one,

“In a varied as usual devoted largely t9Q 
stock taking and with holiday and mid- 
summer influences making for a narrow 
and restricted trade, there is little that is 
novel to be found regarding current dis- 
tribution. The first half of the year closes 
with a very satisfactory showing possible 
in many lines of trade, as evidenced by 
the returns of bank clearings, railroad 
earnings, reports as to the consumptive 
and distributive demands. and last, but 
not least, by that infallible barometer of 
the mercantile world—business failures. 
“Harbingers of the future are found in 
the generally favorable crop prospects, not 
only of cereals but of cotton, fruits and 
most products of agency, and a continued 
heavy foreign demand for American prod- 
ucts. 

‘‘Few important events are chronicled this 
week in the business world. The seml-an- 
nual shutdown of many industrial con- 
cerns, particularly those in iron and steel 
and glass and some textile manufacturing 
concerns has been announced to occur in 
the first week of July, but this has been 
without much effect upon the prices of 
these staples. Advices from the west. in- 
deed, lead to the belief that this shut- 
down in some cases may not occur at all 
this vear, while in others the time devoted 
to repairs and stock-taking will be con- 
siderably abridged. 

‘The situation in iron is a rather mixed 
one, most complaints coming from the east. 
It is signficant. however. that the fall in 
ocean freight rates has been credited with 
improving demand for iron and steel for 
export, and considerable orders have been 
already booked. 

“The tone of the wheat market con- 
tinues bearish notwithstanding that the 
world’s visible supplies have decreased 13,- 
000.000 bushels in two Weeks and that the 
probabilities are that visible stocks of old 
wheat on August ist will be as low, if not 
lower, than last year’s, which were the 
émallest on record for seven years. A 
heavy falling off in the condition of the 
Kansas wheat crop is indicated. 

“Rather less steadiness in prices is ob- 
servable, most cereals, pork, lard, cotton 
and several makes of pig iron beiug lower 
for the week, while the list of advances 
is exceedingly small. 

“Steadiness has been a feature. however, 
of raw wool, hides and heavy leather, cof- 
fee. Sugar and print cloths, copper and 
lead. A large distribution of bleached 
cottons at price concessions has been a 
feature and the demand for flags and fire- 
works this year is conceded to be heavily 
in advance of past years. 

“Cereals still move abroad in quantities 
unprecedented for the time of year. Wheat 
shipments for the week aggregate 4,716,401 
bushels as against 3,799,479 bushels last 
week and compared with 2,778,849 bushels 
in the ‘week a year ago, 2.601,006 bushels 
in 1896, 2,007,031 bushels in 1895 and 1,850,200 
bushels in 1894, 

“Corn exports show a decrease from 
last week, aggegating 2,601,560 bushels, 
against 3,902,321 last week, 1,923,938 bushels 
a year ago, 1,598,631 bushels in 1896, 388,863 
bushels in 1885 and 589,100 bushels in 1894. 

“‘In spite of unfavorable features there 
were fewer failures, smaller liabilities and 
consequently smaller assets this year than 
in any previous year fer four years past. 

“Business failures number 6,429, 8 per 
cent fewer than a year ago, 15 per cent 
less than in 1896 and only 3 per cent larger 
than in 188%. Liabilities, too. are smaller, 
aggregating $72,120,341, 23 per cent smaller 
than last year, 31 per cent smaller than 
in 1896, 9 ner cent smaller than in 1895 and 
57 per cent below those of 1893.

The Virginia Society is in 
a flourishing condition and the members 
all take an active interest in it, 

The action of the society in electing of- 
ficers to serve until January 19, 1899, was 
because that date is the anniversary of 
Lee’s birthday and it was the opinion that 
better results would be obtained should 
the annual] meeting be held on that day. It 
is the intention of the society to give a 
banquet in honor of Lee next January and 
to this all Virginians in the city will be in- 
vited. No action in regard to the banquet 
will be taken for some time because the 
date is so far off, but it will be an elegant 
affair.

Held Up by Two ‘Citizens While the 
Train Moved. 


IN A MOST PERILOUS POSITION 


Charles B. Quick’s Narrow Escape from 
Death—Police Commissioner John- 
son to the Rescue. 


An old man hanging between two ¢ars 
of a moving train and two other men hold- 
ing him up and running along beside the 
cars to save his life was the unusual and 
exciting scene which was witnessed at the 
Pryor street crossing day before yeterday. 

The man whose life was in such imminent 
danger was Charies B. Quick, the propri-! 


etor of the Exposition hotel, and one of his -

A long line of freight cars had stopped 
across Pryor street, reaching from White- 
hall to Loyd street. A number of persons 
became impatient. at the delay and climbed 
between the cars, and among those who 
took this risk was Mr. Quick. 

It chanced that just as Mr. Quick was 
on the bumper the train starteqd with a 
jerk. His foot was caught in the bumper. 
and held fast. The jolting of the cars at 
the same time suddenly threw him back- 
wards. In another moment he would have 
fallen headforemost between the cars and 
would have been crushed to death. : 

Police Commissfoner Johnson was stand- 
ing close by and he sprang forward and 
caught Mr. Quick ang held him up so as 
to prevent him from falling. Another gen- 
tleman, whose name cou'd not be learned, 
went to Mr. Johnson’s assistance. 

The two rescuers had to run along with 
the train, Mr. Quick’s foot was still 
securely caught’’in the bumper. 

Mr. Johnson .eried out ta some one to 
run to the engine and ¢ell the engineer to 
stop. .This was done, and Mr. Quick was 
removed from his peri‘ous position. He 
was, Of course, a trifle upset, but he did 
not forget to profusely thank his res- 
cucrs,

OLMSTED BILL 10 
BE PAID TODAY 


Board of Health Decides To Pay the 


Yellow Fever Debt. 


IS NOW NEARLY ONE YEAR OLD 


Was Held Up Because the Figure Was 
Thought Too Much. 


QUARANTINE REGULATIONS ARE ADOPTED 


Board Accepts Rules Laid Down by 
Recent Atlanta Convention—The 
Session Yesterday Afternoon. 


HE famous Olmsted yellow fever 
Tom which the board of health has 

been trying to pay for many months, 
was at last passed up at a regular meeting 
and 
the chief inspector was instructed to give 
Dr. Olmsted his check today. 

This case has been before the public 
since the yellow fever epidemic through- 
out the south nearly a year ago. One ref- 
ugee from New Orleans here contracted a 
case of fever and Dr. Olmsted was called 
in. The patient recovered, and Dr. Olm- 
sted presented a bill for $500, or about $8 
a visit. 

There was a great howl on the ground 
the bill was entirely too much, and the 
board of health refused once to pay it, re- 
ferring it to council. .Council sent it back 
to the board of health. This body then 
determined to pay the amount as soon as 
it could get the money. 

Judge Dorsey moved yesterday afternoon 
that the amount be paid, and Dr. Jones 
seconded the motion. Dr., Olmsted has 
been notified from time O itins the bill 
would be paid as soon as possible, and 
that is probably why the case has never 
cone to the courts. 

On motion of Dr. Jones the board unan- 
imously adopted the quarantine regula- 
tions laid down for the southern states 
by the recent quarantine convention in 
Atlanta. In case of another epidemic 
over the south this year the local authori- 
ties will conform to these rules, which 
have been published in full in these col- 
umns., 

This means that in case fever exists, a 

detention camp will be established some- 
where on the outskirts of the city by the 
United States marine hospital authori- 
ties. 
The board decided to have 500 copies of 
the new quarantine regulations printed 
for distribution at proper places. No pro- 
vision was made for health certificates. If 
the regulations are strictly observed 
throughout the south it is probable no cer- 
tificates will be needed. 

Mayor Collier was requested to notify 
health authorities’ of other southern citles 
that. the local board of ‘health had adopted 
the regulations and will observe them. The 
board*considered several minor petitions, 
but no other business of any importance 
was transacted. Owing to an inability to 
secure a quorum, this was the first session 
held in about three months.

THE STATE GETS $15,000 TAX&S. 


Insurance Companies Metxe Payments 
on Their Annual Business. 

The state got $15,000 tax money from the 
insurance companies yesterday. All the in- 
surance companies in the state except the 
fraternal and benevolent orders have to 
pay an annual tax by July Ist of 1 per cent 
on their premiums for the preceding year. 
The twelve months are from May Ist to 
April 30th. 

The tax is on the gross premiums receiv- 
ed in the state for one year. Failure to 
pay the tax by July Ist is punishable by a 
fine of $500. : 

Three of the life companies sent in hand- 
some checks. The Mutual Life of New 
York, R. F. Shedden, southern manager, 
led the list with a check for $5,110. This 
represented premium receipts of $511,000 
for the year. 

The New York Life, Major Mims, mana- 
ger, sent in a check for $5,049. The Equita- 
ble Life, Perdue & Egleston, managers, 
sent a check for $3,290.

POPULAR IN CAMP 


Thirty-Twe Regiments Are Being Cared 
for at Camp Thomas. 


SUNDAY MEETING CROWDED 


| Grand Concerts Given by Soldiers Last 


‘Wednesday to Aid Work, 


WRITING MATERIALS FURNISHED SOLDIERS 


Subscriptions to the Y. M. C. A. Army 
Work Coming in Fast—State Com- 
mittee Meets This Morning. 

S arrived in the city yesterday from 

Chickamauga, where he ‘has been busi- 
ly engaged in aiding in the work of the 
association being carried on among tne 
troops stationed there. 

He reports the Breatest success for the 
work, and states that every one in Camp 
Thomas, from the officers in charge to the 
privates in the rear ranks, are in thorough 
syfhpathy with the Christian movement, 


and are giving their aid whenever it is 
‘necessary. 

Fifty-five Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion secretaries and their assistants are 
Stationed at Chickamauga among the vari- 
ous regiments and brigades of General 
Brooke’s army, and not a day passes but 
that religious exercises of some kind are 
held in the camp. 

Forty-five regiments 'n all have arrived 
at the park, and of that number thirty-two 
are being cared for by the agents of the 
association, all of them being provided 
with tents by the state théy come from, or 
else are under the wing of the international 
committee. 

To carry on this vast undertaking, which 
looks both to.the spiritual and physical 
welfare of the men, money is required, and 
a great deal of it, to be judiciously spent 
by those in charge. So far the public, both 
in this state and all of those from which 
the various regiments hail, have contribu- 
ted liberally to its maintenance, but sub- 
scriptions of all kinds are solicited and will 
be gladly accepted by the state committee. 

Last Wednesday, at the camp, a grand 
concert was given by the talent of the 
First army corps for the benefit of the 
Y. M. C. A. work, at which hundreds of 
the soldiers were present. The First Geor- 
gia regimental band took a prominent part 
in the entertainment, and it was declared 
to be one of the most enjoyable ever given 
anywhere. A large amount was realized 
for the cause, and it is probable that more 
benefits of the kind will be arranged in the 
near future. 

Writing Material Furnished Free. 

One of the most useful advantages offered 
to the men by the Y. M. C. A. tent is the 
free use of the tables and writing materials, 
which is thard to find in an ordinary army 
Outside the tents of the commanding offi- 
cers. Fifty-five thousand sheets of paper 
have been used by the’ soldiers in the 
various tents up to date, and the headquar- 
ters are usually crowded with men during 
the afternoon and evening, waiting for an 
opportunity to write to their people at 
home. In this way probably more than 
any other the usefulness of the tent in 
camp has been impressed upon the men, 
and everywhere nothing but kind Worfls are 
spoken for the secretaries and the work 
they are undertaking. 

Religious song books and papers, testa- 
ments, tracts and other reading material 
are furnished in every tent, and the men 
are glad of the opportunity wihen off duty 
to keep up with the times by looking over 
the papers kept for their use. 

The system of free ice water has been 
partly introduced in the camp, 2nd this 
undertaking has been greatly appreciated 
by all the soldiers. 

In speaking of the religious meeting being 
held at C'hickamaugia by the association, 
State Secretary McGill said yesterday: 

‘‘In that respect we have accomplished a 
great deal, and when the men in charge 
become better acquainted with the soldiers 
and officers, as they are doing daily, the 
scope of our work will be widely increased. 
Last week, Sunday, for instance, sixteen 
meetings, at which talks were made and 
sermone preached, were held at the camp, 
and I am convinced that on that day alone 
a great work was done for the cause in 
which we are fighting. The audjences were 
composed, of course, almost entirely of 
soldiers, who paid the closest attention 
throughout.’”’ i
